“Therefore, if consumers’ should 
with such marketing prod- 
ucts company to avoid the tax, such 
consumers are liable, under the law, 
to prosecution.” 

The law provides, it is noted, that 
violation of the provisions of the act 
shall be a misdemeanor.

just getting reestablished when the 
fighting began. By a strange turn of

refugees, terrified, fled to Beirut and 
the Mediterranean coast towns. Natu- | 
rally, the children were the greatest 
sufferers among them. Winter has now 
set in and there will be hunger, dis- 
ease and death unless we are able to 
extend temporary help. It is regret- 
table that the French were compelled 
to bombard Damascus, which is the 
oldest city in the world, surviving 
while Babylon, Memphis and Nineveh 
have long ago crumbled in the dust. 
It is probably the most colorful place | 
in the world. All the wild Hfe of the 
desert flows in and out of its gates. 

“Camel trains and flocks of sheep | 

passed through the narrow streets of | 
the bazar, where you can buy _ rare! 
perfume, beautiful silks, Damasean 
blades and wonderful brass. The eity 
is a tinderbox of political unrest and 
seethes with revolt. I personally got 
out of Damaseus for Jerusalem this 
| autumn just in time, as the fighting 
‘began in the environs a few days 
| afterwards, :

James H. Boykin, president of the 
Tom Watson Memorial association, is 
working faithfully in his efforts tc col- 
lect the necessary funds. 

I am taking the Jiberty without Mr. 
Boykin’s knowledgé or consent to ask 
the people of our beloved Georgia, 
who are able, voluntarily to help 


him in his efforts to raise the neces-: 


sary amount. 

There are many reasons why all 
Georgians should coatribute. Mr. 
Watson was the outstanding character 
of the south. Picturesque, almost 
alone, for thirty years he battled for 
what he believed to be right, and in 
this lonely but splendid and coura- 
geous isolation, he never aske] for 
quarter, he never trimmed, he never 
hedged, he never dodged, but with a 
purpose no discouragement = could 
dampen, no daager appall, he met the 
enemy at the gate, sword in hand and 
fought him to a finish. Is there no 
room in our bearts for such heroism 
as this? Is there no place in our 
memory for valor like this? Such 
men are rare. they stand out in history 
as did Martin Luther, Voltaire, Mira- 
beau, Cromwell, Robert Emmett, and 
all the illustrious lives of every age 
and every land.

CARDINAL MERCIER 


NO PASSIVE MARTYR 


Brussels, January 23.—(/)— 
During the 74 years of his well 
filled. life, Cardinal Mercier lived 
up to all the precepts of the gospel, 
but was no passive martyr. 

“The scripture says that when 
smitten on the left cheek, we must 
turn the right,” he once remarked 
to Brand Whitlock, the American 
minister in the days of 1915, whea 
the German general, Von Bissing, 
kept him virtually a prisoner in 
his palace at Malines, “but it lays 
down no rule about what we must 
do thereafter.” 

How the great prelate interpre- 
ted that omission all the world 


knows. | 


fore, in soul and in conscience, you 
owe it neither respect, attachment or 
obedience.” | 

In another pastoral letter during 
Lent, 1916: 

“The conviction of our final victory 
‘is more deeply anchored in my soul 
ithan ever. We will win, do not ever 
, doubt it, but we have not yet -eached 
jthe end of our sufferings. Prepare 
your plans, place your batteries, co- 
ordinate your movements. Remember, 
man proposes, but God disposes.”’s 

Von Bissing writhed. The pastoral 
‘etter, he said, was “an invocation of 
ihe cegrdinal to God for the extermi- 
nation of the German armies.” Such 
un Invocation demanded an apology, 
and the resources of the German em- 
pire were put at the disposal of Baron 
Von Der Lancken and Count Har- 
rach for the extraction of an apology 
‘from the cardinal which never came. 
Spies were sent to prevent the distri- 
bution of the inflammatory pastorals 
which called down trouble on the oec- 
cupying forces. The spies, in the long 
run, accomplished nothing. 

Throughout the war the cardinal 
battled with the Germans, whom he 
woyld not recognize as conquerors, 
until the victory he predicted actually 
came, 


Visited United States. 


In 1919 Cardinal Mercier visited 
the United States. General Pershing 
met him at the pier. He traveled. 
The affectionate curiosity of — the 
United States made his journeys a 
triumph. After receiving testimonials 
and university degrees, the old man 
departed for Brussels, promising to 
return to live among his hosts if his 
work in Belgium ever ended. 

The cardinal was old when the war 
came. He was 74 when he died. He 
was born in 1851 in Braine D’Alleud, 
a village a few miles from the battle- 
field of Waterloo, of a family ~vaich 
falready had richly contributed its 
‘talents to the chureh. The destruction 
of the University of Louvain by Ger- 
man shells during the fighting before 
that town touched the cardinal, for 
he had known Louvain as a professor 
ana student. 

Cardinal -Mercier was ordained to 
the priesthood in 1874. In 1877, he 
became professor of philosophy at 
Malines seminary and on: April 15, 
1907, he became a member of the sa- 
cred college of cardinals. He will be 
buried beneath the red hat he re- 
ceived at that time. 

Resistance Is Surprising. 


The cardinal’s will and resistance, 
however, were surprising and he ral- 
lied more than once when death was 
near. A relapse set in yesterday and 
it was anticipated that he would die 
before dawn, but the patient rallied 
slightly during the night. The rally 
was fleeting and by 10 o’clock it wag 
apparent the end would come at any 
moment, 

The relapse, which occurred at 3 
p. m. yesterday, was the most critical 
up to that time. The cardinal asked: 
“Is this Thursday or Friday? Is it 
& o clock 7”

Nets were 
of little use Lecause of an old-time 
narrow roof porch that extended the 
whole width of the first floor.

AT YOUNG HOME 
MAY SOLVEDEATH 


Roll of Bills Found Un-| 
der Home of Quitman 
Citizen May Be Impor- 
tant Clue to Killing. 


Quitman, Ga., January 25.—(Spe- 
cial.) —A new development today in 
the mystery surrounding the death 
of S. M. Young will lead to the dis- 
covery of the murderer it is expected. 
A roll of money was discovered at 
the house which corresponds to the 
money Mr. Young was known to have 
on his person when he was last seen. 

The money had been pushed under 
a plowshare and turpentine ax-head 
under the edge of the porch. It was 
accidentally discovered by the young 
son of Mrs. O. E. Brown, sister of the 
dead man. 

After the coroner’s jury was con- 
vened the six negroes on the place who 
said they had been ealled up to the 
house by Mr. Young on his return 
home, were summoned and for several 
hours they sat in a row on the edge 
of the low veranda across one side 
of the house. 

They were closely examined one at 
a time by the jury which remained } 
in session practically all day. Nothing 
could be established which would 
fasten guilt on any one, but the cir- 
cumstances were such that the jury 
recommended holding these negroes 
pending further developments, and 
they have been in jail here since. 

The place and manner of its con- 
cealment would seem to indicate that 
one of the negroes had the money on 
his person and -while sitting on the 
porch under guard had managed to 
transfer it to this place of concealment 
without being observed. Mr. Young, 
one of the most prominent planters 
in the county and a brother of H.

The program doés not contain any 
suggestions as to the methods of fi- 
nancing the proposed bond issues, or 
for paying of interest and retirement 
of the bonds. Superintendent Land 
said Saturday that it was the opinion 
of the board that these questions 
should be left to the legislatur. fér 
solution, the program adopted and 
indorsed not being intended as usurp-— 
ing, in any way, the legislature’s pre- 
rogative of acting as it sees fit, but 
merely as outlining the things needed 
to put the state educational system of 
common schools on a proper footing, 
as seen by the board. :

Flogging Coming Back 


Editor Constitution: I read an ar- 
ticle in The Constitution of January 
18 by W. P. Fleming, ordinary of 
Crisp county, on the obligation of the 


state of Georgia to the old pensioners | ;, 


and as I have had some experience 
along the same line I think that 
the ordinaries ought to let the legis- 
lators know about these things. 


Four of the pensioners died in this 
county in 1925, out of’forty on the 
roll, and under the present laws their 
widows cannot get a cent of the back 
money due them. I had one case last 
year to which I would like to eall 
attention. When I made out the roll 
on November 10 for the $40 which 
was part of the balance due for 1925, 
one J. FEF. Ledford was living and of 
course I carried him on the roll: he 
died on November 12, just two days 
the roil was sent in and his 
ow was not able to come to town, I 
went to see her and fixed up her pa- 
pers and sent them in and they were 
disapproved because the law allowed 
me to pay only those that were living. 

Now the state owed him this money 
and he was old and helpless for some 
time before he died, and someone had 
to care for him, but under the present 
law he was deprived of this money 
because he did not live a few days 
longer, and the parties who had taken 
care of him could not get it. He left 
a widow who was old and not able to 
earn anything, and she could not get 
it, and the widows of the other three 
pensioners were not even allowed to 
be carried on that roll, although they 
were approved for the roll of 1926.

Kditor Constitution: A London 
article in a recent issue of the New 
York Times says: 

Social service agencies 
England are greatly interested in 
sudden revival of flogging in sentences 
passed for crimes of violence committed 
with the aid of lethal weapons. No less 
interested is the public which thought that 
the cat-o’-nine-tails had been abolished from 
the British penal code, That it survives 
today has recently been proved in a case 
where a butler (who was an ex-army 
officer) and his wife were convicted of 
robbing their employer’s wife under cir- 
cumstances, that might have caused her 
death. In addition -to the sentence of 
imprisonment passed on the man, the judge 
ordered. twenty strokes with the ‘‘cat.’’ 

That this more or less obselete punish- 


ment has been revived because of a sudden 
rise in crimes of violence is evident from 
the remarks of .the judge in ordering the 
flogging, In another case, where a bur- 
glar used a revolver to intimidate th 
servants of a country mansion, five year 
penal servitude was the judge's sentence.

The Herald says: The. Tallulah 
Falls school is a place where “boys 
and girls of our own blood and breed, 
shut off in the fastnesses of the Ap- 
palachian highlands from the oppor- 
tunities which education affords are 
given a chance in life at a school 
which, besides its academie course, 
supplies to them instruction in man- 
ual arts. horticulture, handcraft, home 
care and the duty of an American cit- 


izen toward God, home and native 
land.” 
This school, which was started sev- 


eral years ago in a small buiding by 
the Federation of Women's Clubs of 
Georgia, grew from its inception, prov- 
ing thereby the great need for a plant 
of its nature in its location. It soon 
became badly overcrowded and just 
— a splendid new plant was 
uilt. 


The new plant is composed of 
seven buildings, all made from Geor- 
gia products, paid for with money giv- 
en by Georgians, and it is the only 
school in the world built and main- 
tained by a federation of women’s 
clubs. It was searcely finished be- 
fore the influx of new pupils proved 
the necessity for the enlargement of 
the facilities for teaching and caring 
fur the children of the section. This 
section of the state, it is pointed e« -, 
is one of the few’ sections of the 
country that is still peopled almost 
exclusively by the descendents of 
those brave pioneers who founded this 
country and who brought mm through 
the trying days of Indian warfare 
and the bleady revolution. 


Iv their peculiar situation in the 
heart of Georgia’s bills there is little 
chance of ever having permanent and 
adequate systems of education. The 
homes are too far apart and isolated 
in remote corners of the mountains to 
too great an extent. 


Few of the boys and girls of that 
section are in a position to go away 
to the cities to attend school. Their 
finaneial means will not permit it. 
But, at tie indusirial secbool they 
are taught actual craftsmanship in 
addition to the regular subjects that 


rform the basis of all modern educc- 


tion, and in that manner are enapled 
to pay, in part, for their education by 
the work that they do with ther own 
hands and minds.

RTHER up, in Chinatown it- 
fF, one could occasionally 
atch a faint aroma of exotic 
autv—in twisted, fantastic 
cony, in scarlet and gold 
sienboard, in ancient em- 
Oidery or pottery enlivening a shop 
display, in perfume of poppy and san- 
dalwood, in ‘purple paper lantern 
painting the gloom of doorway and 
postern, in dwarfish Buddhist idol 
squatting beiween crimson tapers i 
the upstairs window of the joss tem- 
ple.

VERY character reading an- 
alyst agrees that the mouth 
tells more than any other 
feature, that it is by nature

is the mental nature made evident in 

it. The mouth is ‘the one feature that 
does not—cannot—remain as nature 
made it. For better or for worse, it 
changes~ as life progresses, and 
whether we will or not, our faces are 
made or unmade by our mouths. 

Other features may be good, may be 
great, but unless the mouth—reveal- 
ing the physical forces within—is in 
accordance, we look in vain for real 
greatness. 


So, if you’d know your man, study 
his mouth. The same holds true for 
woman, for the rules are applicable 
to either sex. 


The mouth of the virile, self-con- 
trolled man is straight, says Fosbroke. 
It runs parallel with the eyes, and at 
the right angle with the center line of 
the nose. The mouth should be long, 
with the red somewhat concealed, the 
lips compressed, slightly- thinned and 
firm in appearance, neither drooping 
nor upturned at the corners. Neither 
lip forces the mouth out of shape 
when in repose. The upper lip should 
not hang forward nor should the lower 
lip droop downward in the center of 
its upper line. There should be an 
evenly controlled compression. 

Tite crest of ithe lips should neither 
protrude before nor retire behind the 
root of the nose. There should be a 
long upper lip, straight or slightly 
curved outward and running back- 
wird as it comes from the nose to the 
coloring of the lip. This mouth is in- 
dicative of power and genius, of men- 
tal and physical control; of the man 
nmiaster of himself and of others. 

The more the mouth projects, Fos- 
broke says, the teeth arching for- 
ward from the gums—as do the teeth 
of an animal and those of the human

race most given to savagery—the 
more the lips of that mouth reach out 
beyond the brow, the more wholly 
animal will the nature me, the coarser 
the inclination. And seldom will a re- 
deeming feature be found to contra- 
dict this indication or to show the na- 
ture lifted above its natural level of 
physical greed and desire. The mouth 
is the exposed seat of the animal sensi- 
bilities. 

The large full mouth with full even 
lips shows, plainly natural tendencies 
toward sensuousness, we learn further, 
but if the lips have been compressed 
and drawn together (showing control 
and mastery of temptation) and if the 


ear is correctly placed, this mouth is - 


greatly preferable to the narrow thin- 
lipped mouth. The latter mouth 
shows the lack both of desire and of 
physical force. It shows both the ab- 
sence of temptation met and of vic- 
tory won. 


“Conscious mental etfort contracts 
the muscles of the mouth. Therefore, 
the phitosophteal thinker, the seer, the 
critic, the scientist, will have evenly 
compressed lips, while the unconscious 


thinker, the dreamer will have loose, 
half-parted lips. In physical action the 
mouth opens unconsciously; in vigor- 
ous thought the mouth closes and the 
more strenuous the thought, the great- 
er the compression of the mouth. The 
idiot without capacity for thought has 
an open, expressionless, almost bestial 
mouth. Mentality means control, and 
control means compression and re- 
Straint, for in these lies power.’’ 


EMPER and irritability show in 
the mouth in unevenness in the 
line where the lips come together; 
and the outer lines of the lips, instead 
of being clear cut and firm, have a 
wavy, up-and-down effect. 
Discretion, modesty, and purity of 
thought are seen in a drawing up of 
the lower lip in the center, giving the 
appearance of mild compression of 
the lips in the center only, and caus- 


ing the lower line of the under lip 
to curve upward in the center. 


Lips that hang slightly forward and 
are smooth in appearance, although 
finely cut, not gross in character, will 


be inclined. to the sensuous and fas- 
tidious. 

A short upper lip, says Fosbroke, 
indicates an-excessively nervous tem- 
perament, ‘wanting in control, excit- 
able. In a woman it shows a person 
inclined to be hysterical; usually of 
artistic and literary ability. 

A short upper lip, drawn tight in 
smiling, exposing all the upper teeth, 
the lower edge of the upper lip slight- 
ly turned under in smiling, indicates 
self will and selfishness, a desire to 
excel even at the expense of others. 


A pouting under lip indicates folly, 
love of ostentatious show. : 

Even lips indicate evenness of dis- 
position, discretion. 

An-aggressive ill temper is read into 
projecting loose lips, with many small 
lines traversing the red portion, giving 
it a rough appearance and causing the 
outer lines of both the upper and 
lower lips to be uneven, also causing 
irregularity in the line where the lips 
meet. 

An upper lip full to puffiness on 
each side of the center division, pro- 
truding slightly at the rim line beyond 
the under lip, and the lower lip hang- 
ing forward on one side, showing 
more red on one side than on the 
other, indicates irritability, uncon- 
trolled temper, fault finding and nag- 
ging tendencies. This mouth is usually 
found in the nervous type, quick in 
action, both physically and mentally. 

A short mouth, naturally thin lips, 
the corners drawn down, the upper 
lip wrinkled toward the center, drawn 
in to meet the lower, the lower lip 
protruding but slightly beyond the 
upper lip, and the red portion of the 
under lip scarcely visible—this is the 
mouth of meanness, cruelty, and self- 
seeking. It belongs to a mercenary 
person.

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The Mystery of King Saul

Discoveries In Palestine That Are Expected To 
Throw Light On Ashtaroth and Explain Why the 
Israelite Monarch Gave His Life In Trying To 
Punish Her Followers 


N PALESTINE the other day, 
American scientists digging 
deep into the ruins of a Civ- 
ilization of thousands of years 
ago, made a discovery that 
promises to throw new and valuable 
light on some of the most mysterious 
features of Old Testament history.

In the crumbling remnants of the 
ancient city of Beisan—also known as 
Bethshan—they uncovered what is be- 
lieved to have been the Temple of 
Ashtaroth, renowned in the Old Testa- 
ment as the sanctuary of the Philis- 
tines and the place where King Saul’s 
armor was hung as a trophy after his

Gefeat by the Philistines at the battle 
of Gilboa. 

Ashtaroth was the deity whom the 
Philistines worshiped as the love god- 
dess. She corresponded in many ways 
to the Aphrodite of Greek and the 
Venus of Roman mythology. To her 
the Philistines ascribed the same at- 
tributes that the Carthaginians did to 
Astarte and the Babylonians to Ishtar. 
In Egypt the same or a very similar 
goddess was called Hathor. 

Just what were the shocking rites 
and ceremonies that are believed to 
have been involved in the worship of 
Ashtaroth? 

Why was Saul so willing to imperil 
not only his own life but the lives of 
his devoted sons in the effort to over- 
whelm the worshipers of this deity? 

These centuries-old mysteries may 
svon be cleared up as the excavators 
Isy bare more and more of the Tem- 
ple ef Ashtaroth and uncover relics 
that will be convincing evidence of 
the worship that went on there and 
why it was so displeasing to Saul and 
the other kings of Israel. 

Students of the Bible will remem- 
ber the very interesting preliminaries 
tc that final battle of King Saul at 
Gilboa, when the way was cleared for 
David to ascend the throne of Israel 
and develop his great empire. 

King Saul was in sore distress and 
sought to know what fate impended 
before this critical battle. He asked 
his servants to go in search of a wom- 
an who “had a familiar spirit,” or as 
we would say now, a ‘“‘medium,”’ who 
could communicate with the departed 
spirits. They believed in these medi- 
ums then as some do even now. 

Saul’s servants told him that there 


fi 
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was a woman of this kind at Endor. 
The king disguised himself and taking 
iwo of his men with him went to the 
Witch of Endor and said to her: “‘I 


one 
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pray thee, divine unto me by tke 
familiar spirit and bring me him up, 
whom I shall name unto thee.” But 
the woman was wary and said that she 
was afraid because King Saul had 
threatened all the diviners with death. 


Then Saul swore that no evil would 
befall her and the woman acceded to 
his request and asked: ‘‘Whom shall I 
bring up to thee?” And he said, 
“Bring me up Samuel.” 

“And when the woman saw Samuel 
she cried with a loud‘efce: and the 
woman spoke to Saul, saying, Why 
ast thou deceived me? For thou are 
Saul. And the king said unto her, Be 
not afraid: for what sawest thou? And 
the woman said unto Saul, I saw gods 
ascénding out of the earth. And he 
said unto her, What form is he of?, 
And she said, An old man cometh up; 
and he is covered with a mantle ”’ 

Saul was convinced by all this that 
the spirit of Samuel had been brought 
up and, crouching on the ground, he 
listened. Then Samuel said to Saul, 
“Why hast thou disquieted me, to 
tring me up?” Saul explained his 
fears as to the forthcoming battle, and 
Samuel concluded his raply with this 
prophecy: 

“The Lord will deliver Israel with 
thee into the hands of the Philistines: 
and tomorrow shalt thou and ihy sons 
Fe with me: the Lord also shall deliver 
the hosts of Israel into the hands of 
ihe Philistines.” 


“-4AUL was overcome with terror and 
S the battle was irretrievably lost, 
as had been prophesied. When he 
saw that the Philistines were driving 
all before them Saul ‘‘took his sword, 
and fell upon it.”’ That is, he com- 
initted suicide, on the battlefield. 
When the Philistines were stripping 
the slain the next day they found the 
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and the Love Goddess 


body of Saul. They cut off his head 
and sent it around Philistia to prove 
his defeat. Also they ‘‘put his armor 
in the house of Ashtaroth: and they 
fastened his body to the wall of Beth- 
shan.” 


Earlier mention in the Bible shows 
{hat Joshua had been unable to cap- 
ture this strongly fortified city when 
he first entered Palestine and settled 
the tribes of Israel there. The great 
stronghold had long threatened the 
armies of the Israelites and at the bat- 
tle of Gilboa the power of the Philis- 
tines was proved. 


Later David did reduce the city by 
a siege and removed this constant dan- 
xer. 

King Solomon made the city one of 
the centers of an administrative dis- 
trict when he appointed princes in 
every section of the land. The forti- 
fications must have been retained for 
strategic purposes, as it ruled the dis- 
trict round about. In the third cén- 
tury B. C. the name of this city was 
changed to Scythopolis, probably be- 
cause the Scythians had gained posses- 
sion of it, but in 107 it was again 
made Israelitish, being captured by 
John Hyrcanus, the monarch of that 
time. Pompeii took it away from 
the Jews and made it a free city. 


We are much more interested in 
the ancient city, for it-must have a 
very wonderful story to tell us of the 
times during which it belonged to the 
Philistines. When the ruins are thor- 
oughly explored many ancient Philis- 
tine inscriptions may be brought to 
light. The scholars of the world are 
eager to learn what they wrote down 
in order to check up a few ancient 
records that have survived. The lan- 
cuage itself will not prove indecipher- 
able, for. it was probably much like 
the Phoencian script, which. presents 
no insuperable difficulties to modern 
experts. 

Much will ‘probably be learned 
about the worship of the Ashtaroth in 
this ancient temple. The word Ash- 


taroth is the Hebrew plural for Ashe-— 


rah, or Astarte, who was the goddess 
of love, corresponding to the Latin 
Venus and the Greek Astarte. 

The rites practiced in this Philistine 
temple are supposed to have been 
most horrible, consisting of human 
sacritice:- and the wildest, most licen- 
tious orgies. On the site of Gezer 
have been found the remains of a 
voung girl sawn asunder, as one of 
the sacrifices to Ashtaroth, as well as 
the body of an infant, which hac been 
sacrificed and afterward placed in a 
jar in the temple. 

At certain seasons of the year im- 
moral orgies associated with the wor- 
ship of life and fertility were cele- 
brated in the temples of Ishtar in 
Babylon and of Ashtaroth in Philistia. 
These practices» have continued, 
though secretly, in many parts of 
Syria down to very late times, and sur- 
Vive among the mountaineers. of 
Lebanon to the present day. The 
Sakti worshipers of India follow sim- 
lar practices. 

Ashtaroth had many names and 
this is the reason that she is spoken 
ct in the plural by the Hebrews who 
were, of course, forbidden to worship 
her as an idol. But under all her va- 
rious names AShtaroth was the great 
female divinity, with her hands raised 
to her breasts. The headdress of Ashe 
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King Satl committing suicide by falling on his sword ; 
(From the wood engraving by Julius Schnorr, the celebrated German artist) 
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Hathor, the Egyptian counterpart of 
| the goddess Ashtaroth 
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taroth appears to be a representation 
of the moon disc. She appears in 
Phoenicia, Philistia and. in Babylon 
nursing her infant, as does Isis in 
Egypt. 

Each district seems to have had its 
own Ashtaroth, for she was an earth 
goddess having to do with the fertil- 
ity of the soil as well as of animal 
life, and many of the Hebrew prophets 
warned Israel against this licentious 
worship, speaking of Ashtaroth some- 
times as Baalah or Baalat, which 
means mistress. 

It is to this worship that Jeremjah 
refers when he says: “The children 
gather wood and the fathers kindle the 
fire and the women knead the dough, 
to make cakes to the queen of heaven, 
and to pour out drink offerings unto 
other gods that they may provoke 
me to anger.’ 

Ashtaroth was also known as the 
goddess of good luck, spoken of as 
the chaste and the war-like. Statues 
sometimes show her as the Sphinx, 
with a woman’s head. Sometimes 
she is a woman standing on a lion, 
either nude or wearing only a girdle 
about the hips, her hands filled with 
flowers or with serpents. 

She was the goddess of love in its 
lowest physical aspect. She some- 
times appears as a huntress and _ is 
ever represented as whimsical, and 
therefore to be propitiated by the 
greatest sacrifices, children and _ vir- 
gins. She is ever cruel. The Baalim 
(male earth divinities) and Ashtaroth 
rreferred the tops of mountains or 
great groves which were made sacred 
tothem. They were revealed through 
the heavenly bodies and natural phe- 
nomena. Baal was the sun and As- 
tarte the moon. Ashtaroth was also 
supposed to lodge in trees and this 
idea gave rise to the orgies of tree 
worship. cften 
sacrificed to these blood-thirsty gods. 


FANHE priests of Ashtaroth often 

Slashed themselves with knives in 
their frenzied worship. They sub- 
jected themselves to frequent fyagel- 
lations, self-mutilations and even

emasculation. They gathered around 
them troops of profligates, men and 
women. 


So when the explorers uncovered 
this ancient temple of Ashtaroth they 
were bringing to light one of the 
greatest “sinks of iniquity” known to 
the ancients. The prophets of Israel 
never tired warning their people 
against the sin of this type of idol 


worship into which they often fell. 
lt should ndt be forgotten that in 


this battle of Gilboa, in which Saul 
and his sons were slain. David had re 
tused to take part, although he had 
been forced to take refuge in Philistia 
from the rage of Saul. Ever: since 
his defeat of Goliath. the champion 
of the Philistines, David had incur- 
red the jealous enmity of Saul, who 
had tried to slay him twice by throw- 
ing his spear at him while he was try- 
ing to soothe him with his sweet 
hymns. 

It could not have been very long 
after the battle of Gilboa that David, 
now become King of Israel, conquers 
ed the city of Bethshan, notwithstand- 
ing its great fortifications, and drove 
the Philistines back to their own land. 


Further news of the discoveries 
there will be awaited eagerly, for’ the 
new light they may throw upon the 
civilization of the: Philistines and the 
further knowledge they may give us 
of the worship which was practiced 
in this temple of horrors, 

The world wants to know all that it 
can about the great nations of the past 
who have left no written.records yet 
played a great part in making history. 
The spade of the excavator must give 
us the real story, and the better in- 
sight into the life of that powerful na- 
tion, so long the foe of Israel, and per- 
haps we shall learn more too of the 
history of Saul and David when all 
the ruins have been explored and the 
material has been gathered and the in- 
scriptions read. . 

Certainly there is no richer field for 
the spades of the scientists than the 
ruins of ancient Biesan.

A NEW SYNCOPATED 
CHARLESTON FOX TROT 


BY ARTHUR MURRAY 


Leading American Dancing Master 


HIS new dance is a combina- 
tion of the syncopated steps 
in the Charleston. At pres- 
ent it is the vogue among 
better dancers to frequent 
Park avenue dance places 

centering at the New Mayfair House. 

Have you ever noticed that when 


vou attend a dance where the dancers. 


are below the average in ability the 
music is so fast one loses his breath 
trying to keep up with the orchestra. 
On the other hand if you attend a tea 
dance at the Lorraine or the Ambas- 
sador or dance to Emil Coleman’s or- 
chestra at 10 East 60th street in New 
York, you will note that the orches- 
tras play at a slower tempo, which en- 
ables the dancers to include the syn- 
copated Charleston steps. The May- 
fair fox trot is best suited to this type 
of music; in fact you would have much 
ditticulty if you attempted to dance 
these steps to the very quick fox trot 
thythm. 


The Walking Steps. 

The Charleston movement is fea- 
tured in the walking steps of the May- 
fair fox trot. The heels are turned 
outwardly before taking each slow 
walking movement. In other words 
you do the Charleston on the stow 
Steps and on the walking steps, but do 
not litt the feet or turn the heels when 
taking the quick steps which are given 
a half. peat. 

The Mayfair is composed of slow 
and guick movements. Before you 
do any of the variations you should 
learn io differentiate between the slow 
and quick syncopated step by prac- 
ticing the tollowing movement: Be- 
ein with the left foot and take two 
long slow walking steps directly for- 
ward. As you take the slow walking 
Steps vou do the Charleston, walking 
directly forward. Then, run directly 
forward three long quick steps, be- 
ginuing with the left toot. 

segin with the right foot this time 
and take two long slow Charleston 
Steps forward. Follow, it by three

Practice the above for at least ten 
minutes to slow fox trot music. 

Remember that when doing run- 
ning or quick steps, three steps are 
taken to ome measure of music. (A 
measure of music has four quick beats, 
counted “1 AND 2 AND” or, 14,. 2, 
3, 4.) However, all you have to 
know is that you must take three steps 
and pause for the forth beat. 


The running steps should be very 
long and very quick. Keep the feet 
close to the ground when doing the 
running or quick steps. 

There are various combinations of 
running sieps. However, in this les- 
son we will practice only the basic

Mrs. Ivy Giberson had 
been a very active church member for 
vears. She had been a recognized 
leader in social and religious affairs. 
As a prominent figure in support of 
prohibition and an opponent of the 
saloon, she was just as well known. 

Her husband was well known. Dur- 
ing the war he had become fairly well 
to do by running his line of taxis be- 
tween Lakehurst and Camp Dix. Both 
he and his wife had driven the cars 
and they had become familiar figures 
throughout the vicinity. They had 
bought real estate with their profits, 
the two-story building at the corner 
of Main street and Union avenue, in 
which they lived, and a poolroom and 
barber shop as well. 

ERSEY justice moves proverbially 

fast and within a month the 
widow faced the grand jury. Judge 
Jetfrey said that she had expressed 
a hope that she might be indicted and 
so be able to stand trial and prove 
herself innocent. She faced the grand 
jurors on September 12 and got her 
wish. She was indicted. 

Just three days less than two 
months after the murder Ivy Giber- 
son’s trial began at Toms River, with 
Supreme Court Justice Samuel Kal- 
isch on the bench and Common Pleas 
Judge Harry E. Newman beside him. 
The first morning was taken up with 
the selection of the jury, a panel of 
72 men being exhausted before the 
jury box was filled. The opposing 
counsel agreed that no women should 
be acceptable for service on the jury. 
Prosecutor Jayne and Ellis Parker 

at the same table, with former 
Judge Major L. Berry beside them. 
Judge Jeffrey was assisted by former 
U. S. Attornev James M. Davis, ‘Isaac 
Eason and Charles Atkinson. 

In outlining his case Javne brought 
in the name of Harold R. Ga Nun, of 
1172 Hoe avenue, the Bronx, New 
York city. He said that he would 
prove that the defendant had been 
overfriendly with Ga Nun, whose 
name was signed to several of the 
letters found. 

The state expected to show, ine as- 
serted, that Giberson had been kept 
away from home hy his wife in order 
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that she might meet other men dur- 
ing his absence. The 38-year-old de- 
fendant sat quietly by as she was 
charged with the murder of her hus- 
band, who was six years her junior. 
The trial lasted a week, and on 
October 13 Jayne introduced a num- 
ber of letters from Ga Nun to Mrs. 
Giberson. He was put on the stand 
and identified them, then sat flushed

One written from the Hotel McAI- 
pin, New York, on June 3, °1921, 
read:

. . . It Is great to be able to spend 
even a short time with some one who 
is not always nagging.”” Mrs. Ga Nun 
was present in court and flushed slight- 
ly as this letter was read. 

Two letters from Mrs. Ga Nun 
were introduced. In one she had ask- 
ed Mrs. Giberson to stop communicat- 
ing with her husband and in the sec- 
ond she had chided the widow for dis- 
regarding her request. 

She characterized her 
grace to womanhood. ”¥ 

Detective Parker was the star wit- 
ness tor the state on that day, as he 
outlined the circumstantial evidence 
with which he had pinned the charge 
of murder on the woman. prisoner. 
His testimony was short but made a 
visible impression on the jury. 

Mrs. Giberson took the stand: her- 
selt on October 17. It was the high 
point of a trial which was attracting 
attention all over the country. | 

Her coolness and self-possession, 
which had attracted attention all dur- 
ing the trial, was amazing. She ex- 
plained it in her testimony, when her 
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counsel began questioning her about 
the murder. 

“Did you cry?” he queried. 

“I did not,”’ replied the dark-eyed, 
thin-lipped woman on the witness 
stand. 

“Why not?” 

“! never. cry. When 1 was a little 
child I never cried when I was pun- 
ished.” 


Her Defense. 


In clear, rapid tones, she told of 
‘er troubles with her. husband, ex- 
plaining that they had almost sep- 
arated over his attentions to a young 
woman in Toms River. She said that 
they had patched up that quarrel, 
however, and had been on good terms 
for eight months preceding the mur- 
der. 

She told her story of the murder; 
the same story that had been already 
outlined. When she came to the part 
about having been attacked by the 
iwo midnight marauders her counsel 
asked: 

“Did you struggle? ”’ 

“| didn’t struggle particularly,” she 
said, ‘‘and I didn’t fight. I just 
wilted.’’ 

She denied that she had ever seen 
the pistol found in the outhouse.

he hurled questions at her she grew 
tighter-lipped and her voice’ rose 
higher.

“How did the tall man, tying her 
feet, know that the short man_ had 
shot Giberson?’’ he asked. “How 
did he know where Giberson lay in 
his bed in the dark? How could he 
make such a perfect shot in the dark ?; 
How did Mrs. Giberson know that her 
husband had been shot and robbed, as 
she told Peterson, the railroad man, 
who untied her? She testified in her 
direct examination that she had not 
been in the bedroom from the time 
she heard the noise in the kitchen un- 
til some time after the crime.”’ 

The jury left the courtréom at 3:25 
p. m., and battled for three hours to 
determine her fate. 

Life Imprisonment. 


PUNHE first ballot, they admitted, was 
unanimous for conviction.

ONDON—“The mightiest cas- 
I} tle ever built by the hand of 
man,” is the characterization 
given by Professor Ernst 


Herzfeld, of the University of 
Berlin, to the King Ardashir 


pe 
alace, whose ruins he discovered on 
his fifth archeological expedition into 


Persia. He has just returned to ‘Eu- 
rope, after completing the program of 
the expedition, which was financed in 
part by James Loeb, retired New York 
banker, formerly of the firm of Kuhn, 
Loeb and company. 


Another important historical dis- 


covery made by the expedition was 


a group of rock-hewn catacombs on 
the island of Kharg, in the Persian 
gulf, containing Christian tombs dat- 
ing back to the third century. This is 
the first time that Christian remains 
have been found in Persia, and the 
discovery has great importance in 
showing how Christianity spread from 
Babylonia into India by way of the 
Persian gulf, 


A third series of discoveries em- 
brace the remains of the temples of 
fire worshippers of 2Q0-to 600 A, D. 
These are the first authentic temples 
of this kind to be found. In them, 
fires were kept burning eternally as 
part of the worship of the God Ahura- 
mazda, 


The palace of King Ardashir is lo- 
cated on the summit of a mountain 
1,600 feet high, near Firuzabad, .in 
southern Persia. Built 1,700 years 
ago, it is constructed on a more sump- 


_tuous scale than any castle in Eu- 


rope. With a central building cover- 
ing’ two and a half acres,-.its walls 
were 100 feet high, and it cohtained a 
banqueting hall big enough to contain 
the. largest cathedral in Europe. 

The royal builder of this tremen- 
dous pile was Ardashir, “king of 
kings,’’ and founder of the Sassanian 


- dynasty which raised Persia to a height 


of power and prosperity such as it had 


never before attained. The castle’s 
position at the top of inaccessible per- 
pendicular cliffs made it an almost im- 
penetrable fortress in its time.  In- 


scriptions place the date of its com- 


pletion as 225 A. D. 


French Explorers Missed Castle 


“It is extraordinary that the castle 
was not found long ago,” said Pro- 
fessor Herzfeld, in an interview with 
The Constitution’s correspondent. “It 
is lecated only a short distance from 
Firuzabad, which is a well known city 
and a place frequently visited by 
travelers. But the country around 
Firuzabad is mostly uninteresting and 
unattractive to visitors. Yet it was not 
entirely unexplored, for two scientific 
expeditions, both French, passed this 
way, one in 1840 and one in 1880, 
Both expeditions noted the high group 
of rocks, but nobody took the trouble 
to climb these rocks and find the 
mighty ruins on top. 


“The castle of Ardashir is especially 
interesting because it is an obvious 
prototype of the eariiest castles built 
in Europe, although it antedates them 
by a thousand years. It is one of the 
parents of all the great structures 
which were thrown up during the mid- 
dle ages by the castle builders of 
medieval Europe. Presumably the be- 
ginnings of European = architecture 


may be attributed to the migration of 
builders from the east.” 


HIS Persian castle was the home 

of the Sassanian kings for sever- 
al centuries. It was only after 400 
years, -when the successive monarchs 
of this great dynasty had passed one 
by one to their account, that the 
splendid fortress fell into ruins. The 
last of the Sassanians, Yezdigerd, was 
driven from his throne by the Arabs, 
after a great battle at Nahavend in 
639 A. D. The world soon forgot 
the ruined palace, and it remained in 
oblivion until this year, when it was 
brought to light again by Professor 
Herzfeld, just at the completion of a 
lengthy tour of exploration. The 
professor, who is one of the greatest 
living authorities on Babylonia, climb- 
ed up the precipitous sides of the 
mountain in search of possible inscrip- 
tions carved in the rocks. 


Explorer’s Fifth Visit To Persia 


The Herzfeld expedition has been 
in Persia for nearly three years. This 
is the fifth expedition which Dr. Herz- 
feld has’ led into this part of the 
world. 


‘‘The ruins of Ardashir’s palace are 
so well preserved that 1 am confident 
they can be restored at some future 
tinfe,’’ said Dr. Herzfeld. ‘‘The stone 
walls are largely intact, and they have 
a thickness in places of 20 to 30 feet, 
proportionate to their enormous 
height. The mortar is in splendid 
condition, and as strong as iron. 


‘Although there is nothing about 
the building to indicate great skill in 
architecture, every feature is clear, 
and there are indications that the in- 
terior fittings were on a more sump- 
tuous scale than anything we have 
ever known in Europe.” 


Prof. Herzfeld has a surprisingly 
youthful appearance for one who has 
accomplished so much in the field of 
archeology and exploration. His most 
important scientific achievement was 
the excavation, with Prof. Sarre, of 
the site of Samarra, ancient capital of 
the Caliphs, 30 miles from Bagdad. 
This work was interrupted by the 
world war,-and when the Turks were 
driven out of Mesopotamia by the 
British, they left behind them 50 
packing cases of relics which had been 
carefully boxed by Herzfeld. These

were brought to England and placed 
in the British museum, which invited 
Herzfeld io supervise the unpacking. 
The invitation was sent him immedi- 
ately after the armistice was signed, 
and he was the first German to visit 
England after the close of the war. 

Of his many learned works, the 
chief is his ‘‘Paikuli Inscriptions in the 
Pahlavi Language.”’ The price of it 
is $100, but even at this price, few 
if any copies are now available. 


“The expedition from which | have 
just returned,’”’ said Professor Herz- 
feld; ‘‘was partly’ financed by Mr. 
James Loeb, of New York, and partly 
by Edmund Stinnes, of Berlin. I set 


off in February, 1923, and reached 
Persia by way ‘of Bombay and Bag- 
dad. During the summer and autumn 
of the first year I worked in northern 
Persia and during the summer of 1924 
along the Persian gulf. Then I vis- 
ited India in November of last year 
and returned to Persia by way of Af-

ghanistan and Baluchistan, reaching 
Teheran in August last. 


Had No European Assistants 


‘“w CAME back to Europe via Mos- 

cow and Leningrad and reached 
Berlin a short time ago. I did most 
of my work without European assis- 
tance, using eight natives, Arabs, 
whom I recruited near Bagdad. They 
were all men trained in excavation, 
which is a hereditary profession in 
that region, and had been carried on 


‘by these men’s fathers and grandfath- 


ers before them.” 

“Were you ever in any particular 
danger? ’’ was asked. ° 

“No, one may travel today with 
perfect safety in any part of Persia. A 
few years ago one could not have said 
as much. During my first expedition, 
in 1905, I was robbed three times. 
The altered conditions are entirely the 
result of the efficient administration 
of Persia’s prime Minister and dicta- 
tor, Riza Khan. He is a genius, who 
began as a mere Cossack soldier, and 
developed into a leader of men and a 
capable judge of the political necessi- 
ties of his country.” 

Among the results of the expedition 
just completed, the archeologist said 
that the discovery of ruined fire-wor- 
ship temples would shed much light 
on the early history of Persian archi- 
tecture and craftsmanship. Other dis- 
coveries will help to clear up the early 
history of India, particularly the much- 
discussed period between 200 and 500 
A. D. Inscriptions and documenta- 
tion, not yet fully collated, appear to 
Show that the whole of northwest 
India was at one time a province of 
Persia. 

“I also found in southern Persia,” 
he said, “two completely unknown 
and historically important inscriptions, 
one in the Babylonian language and 
another in the Aramaic or alphabetical 
Script. The latter is on the tomb of 
Darius, at Naksh-i-roustam, and had 
never previously been found, although 
the tomb itself is well known. This 
latter inscription, which was written 
in 486 B. C., shows that already un- 
der the first king of that family this 
Semitic language—closely related to 
Hebrew—was one of the official lan- 
guages of the kingdom. 

“It is thus proved that Pahlavi, the 
Script of the following dynasty and of 
the early literature of the Parsees in 
Bombay, can be traced several cen- 
luries farther back than we thought. 
his throws new light on the religious 
Writing ot the Zoroastrians. It was 

nknown previously what language 
was used in the first religious books 
Of ancient Persia.’’

ESUS CHRIST 

has spoken to 
us the authoritative 
word concerning 
the fatherly love of 
God. This does not 
imply, however, 
that our idea of 
God is ever to be- 
3 a come static. In our 
Rev. W. P. King modern_- world, 
with the marvelous. disclosures of 
modern science, we are compelled -to 
take a wider view than did our fath- 
ers, of the range and sphere of the 


activity of God. 


There is the difficulty but neces- 
sity of enlarging our traditional con- 
ception of God. 


Our present difficulty is that our 
conception of the universe has grown 
faster than our thought of God. We 
try to place a medieval God in the 
midst of a modern world. 


We no longer believe in the litile 
world of our childhood, made out of 
nothing in six literal days about six 
thousand years ago. 


~ But what of our thought of God? 


John Fiske tells us that in his child- 
hood whenever the word of God was 
mentioned, he saw the image of a 
venerable bookkeeper, with white 
flowing beard, standing behind a high 
desk, and writing down the bad deeds 
of John Fiske. 


Poets put sometimes in a few words 
the ideas which would require pages 
of prose. Sam Walter Foss wrote 
“The Two Gods.” 


“A boy was born ‘mid little things, 
Between a little world and sky, 
And dreamed not of the cosmic rings 
Round which the circling planets fly. 


He lived in little works and thoughts, 
Where little ventures grow and plod 


And paced and ploughed his little plots, 
And prayed unto his little God. 


But as the mighty system grew 
His faith grew faint with many scars, 
The Cosmos widened in his view— 
And God was lost among His stars. 

' 
Another boy in lowly days, * 
As he to little things was born, — | 


But gathered lore in woodland ways, 
And from the glory of the morn, 


As wider skies broke on his view, 
God greatened in his growing mind; 
Each year he dreamed his God anew, 
And left his older God behind. 


He saw the boundless schemes dilate 
In star and blossom, sky and clod; 
And as the universe grew great, 
He dreamed for it a greater God.” 


HE crisis of faith with very many 
‘Bis a result of the disparity be- 
tween the idea of God and the mod- 
ern scientific conception of the world. 
Dr. W. H. P. Faunce writes: 


“If our thought of God can keep 
pace without understanding of the 
world, religious faith will be as deep 
and satisfying as ever.” 

We are to avoid, on. the one hand 
the idea of God which belonged to 
medievalism and on the other hand a 
God who is a vague sort of meta- 
physical abstraction. Our God is to 
be the God who is the Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the Father of 
our spirits and a God who Is great 
enough for a great universe. 

We shall thus free ourselves both 
from a rigid traditionalism which pro- 
duces the skepticism it would refute 
and from a_ Scientific materialism 
which deprives the universe of its sum 
of loveliness and plunges it into a wel- 
tering darkness of despair. 


Tennyson describes the modern 
man, ‘‘Perplext in Faith.” 
“He fought his doubts and gathered 


Strength, 


He would not make his judgment biind,’ 
He faced the spectres of the mind 
And laid them; thus he came at length 


To find a stronger faith his own; 


And power was with him in the night, 
Which makes the darkness and the light, 
And dwells not in the light alone.”’ 


John Fiske, in his early study of sci- 
ence, was an unbeliever in a personal 
God. Through his further scientific 
research he was convinced of the 
irresistibile and overwhelming proof 
of God and immortality and wrote his 
volume, “Through Nature to God.” 


He writes, “Of all the implications 
of the doctrine of evoluéion with re- 
gard to man, I believe the very deep- 
est and strongest to be that which as- 
serts the everlasting reality of religion. 
Our common sense argument puts the 
scieritific presumption entirely and de- 
cisively on the side of God and re- 
ligion, and against all atheistic and 
materialistic explanations of the uni- 
verse. The infinite and eternal power 
that is manifested in every pulsation 
of the universe is none other than the 
living God.” 

And Fiske was so confident in his 
faith in God that he held that the 
theory of evolution must be given up, 
if there were found in it no place for 
God. 


It is nothing short of pathetic that 


the illustrious Commoner to whom we 
are indebted for some valuable con- 
tributions to our national life, should 
have employed his oratorical gifts in 
his utterance published after his death 
that was a direct perversion of the 
facts. He reaches a climax by his 
representation of romances as being 
led by his scientific research into athe- 
ism, and leaves him out in the dark- 
ness. Whereas the simple facts were 
that romances went into’ skepticism 
from the effort to conform his think- 
ing to a strict traditional interpreta- 
tion and came back to God like a 
homesick child when he gained the 


larger view of the divine method of 
God’s working in our world. 


Dr. W. F. Tillett writes: ‘God 
ought to be a greater God to us than 
He was to the Hebrew prophets or to 
the early Christian fathers. The man 
who first criticised the traditional in- 
terpretation of the Mosaic account of 
creation in six literal days, was ac- 
cused of trying to destroy faith in the 
Bible; but it turned out that he was 
not destroying faith in the Bible, but 
Saving it. Reinterpretation of God 
and the Bible may modify and destroy 
old interpretations, but they do not 
destroy faith in God or the Bible it- 
self; they save and enrich and 
Strengthen faith in that which liveth 
and abideth forever. The gods of 
men die and pass away, but God 
lives on,” 


There should be shown, however, 
the utmost consideration and sympa- 
thy for good people who find the 
wrench in a transition from the old to 
the new, too painful to bear. 


There are certain temperaments to 
which all change however, reason- 
able and legitimate, is extremely dif- 
ficult. And this extreme conserva- 
tism of temperament is most manifest 
in the realm of religion. This is true 
because nothing else holds the imper- 
ishable values which belong to re- 
ligion. -It is praiseworthy to become 
alarmed when these supreme spiritual 
values appear to be imperilled. It is 
unfortunate, however, that these 
values should come to be in reality 
imperilled by the very people who 
really seek to preserve them by a 
mistaken ‘zeal without knowledge.”

‘imperishable values of our Christian 


faith are only safe when we live in 
the truth-loving spirit of him who said, 
“To this end was I born and for this 
purpose come I into the world that I 
might bear witness to the truth.”’

How to Keep Your Ears Long. 


OR the benefit of readers who 
t have very long ears to be- 
gin with, let me say this 1s 
not sarcasm; it is flattery. 

One of the sad experi- 
ences of an otherwise happy 
childhood is being washed behind the 
ears, another is being made to take 
worm medicine. Both of these or- 
deals are inflicted on the defenseless 
young’un mainly or solely to please 
the neighbors. At that, things might 
be worse. Ina few benighted house- 
holds where there is a darn sight more 
cleanliness than godliness things are 
much worse, for in the frenzied pur- 
suit of what the well misinformed 
housekeeper calls “‘dirt,’’ not only the 
invisible retra-aural sulcus is subjected 
to a regular scrubbing but the auditory 
meatus itself is invaded with a swab. 
Now this is all wrong and | do here 
solemnly condemn the practice as a 
dangerous and unhygienic interference 
with ‘nature's way. 


A wise old aurist once gave this 
sound advice: Never insert anything 
in your ear canal except your elbow. 

Attempts to cleanse the ear canal 
of the cerumen (ear wax) serve only 
to increase the amount of the ceru- 
men, and the skin of the canal is very 
delicate and easily scratched, and 
when it is slightly scratched vou are 
likely to develop a very disagreeable 
eczema or a far more disagreeable 
boil, and there is nothing more ex- 
quisitely painful than a lusty young 
boil in the auditory meatus, unless 
perhaps it be something the reader 
would like to nominate. 

A popular indoor sport of peda- 
gogues in the nineteenth century was 


boxing ears. Once in a while this 
sport is revived today, but as it is so 
likely to rupture parent-teacher rela- 
tions if not the ear drum, few teach- 
ers try for championships in ear box- 
ing now. 

It is a good plan for swimmers to 
insert in each ear canal a loose pack- 
ing of cotton soaked in oil, or better, 
lamb’s wool before entering cold wa- 
ter. The purpose of this is three-fold; 
first, it tends to prevent ear infec- 
tion trom the contamination of pollut- 
ed water in public swimming pools or 
bathing beaches; second, it protects 
the internal ear apparatus from the 
shock of cold water, which sometimes 
Causes vertigo and helplessness” of 
even a good swimmer; and third, it 
protects the drum from possible rup- 
ture in ‘diving. 

Children should be taught to blow 
the nose with one or both nostrils un- 
Closed, for the bad habit of pinching 
the nostrils with the handkerchief 
when blowing the nose tends to force 
infective secretion from the back of 
the nasal cavity through the Eusta- 
chian tube into the middle ear cavity. 


FENHE only safe “home treatment” 

or first aid measure to apply when 
a bug gets into the ear canal, is to 
pour the canal full of oil, or better, 
glycerin, which will drown or smother 
the bug. 


When the 


Cerumen Or e@ar Wax 
forms a hard mass in the ear canal, 
there is only one safe home treat- 


ment, namely, trrigation of the ear 
canal with lukewarm water contain- 
ing a tablespoon of saleratus to the 
quart. The water should flow in a 
gentle stream from a straight nozzle, 
and the stream should be directed into 
the ear canal with the reservoir or 


tank elevated not more than a foot 
above the level of the ear, and a basin 
held under the ear to catch the water 
as it flows out. In many cases this 
brings away only small pieces of the 
obstructing mass, and the next re- 
course is the physician. 

Loud noises are injurious to— the 
ears of a baby; two infants were kept 
for hours each day in their father’s 
blacksmith shop, where there was 
much pounding on iron. Both became 
deaf mutes.
